clean from the Fleſh. '' The reſt of my Cat- 
<. tle. I got ſafe on Shore, and ſet them a gra- 
* Zing in a Bowling-Green at Greenwich, where 
ce the Fineneſs of the Graſs made them feed ve- 
* ry heartily, tho' J had always feared the con- 
<* trary: Neither could I have poſſibly preſerved 
them in ſo long a Voyage, if the Captain 
< had not allowed me ſome of his beſt Bisket, 
** which, rubbed to Powder, and mingled with 
* Water, was their conſtant Food. The ſhort 
„Time I continued in England, I made a con- 
_ © fiderable Profit by ſhewing my Cattle to 
many Perfons of Quality and others; and 
© before 1 Degan my ſecond Voyage, I ſold 
© them for fix hundred Pounds. Since my laſt 
* Return, I find the Breed js conſiderably in- 
* creaſed, eſpecially the Sheep; which I ho 
* will prove much to the Advantage of the 
_ © woollen Manufacture, by the Fineneſs of the 
* Fleeces. The Luck Mr. Gulliver had with his 
Cattle, is not, I think, inferior to our Ar 
of Bubbles; and the Bitket-Powder ſeems as effi-
